STAR PEACE 


In the Ascendant in Chile 
and Washington, 


‘Monte Declares That the Dispute Will 


be Soon Ended. 


The Talk at Washington Growing 
Less Bellicose. 


| The Reason Thought to be a Backdown 


on Chile's Part—The President’s Mes. 
sage to Congress Again 
Deferred.

New York, Jan. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The Herald's Valpa- 
raiso special says: ‘The Herald can 
state positively that President Montt 
yesterday told an official high in the 
Chilean service that there is not the 
slighest doubt that all matters in dis- 
pute between the United States and 
Chile would be amicably settled within 
a short time. : 

' “It is a deliberate lie that the York- 
town was fired upon.”’ 


AT WASHINGTON. 
War Talk Stops—A Peaceful Solution Now 
Expected. 

Jan. 20.—[By the, Asso- 
ciated Press.| The star of peace was 
in the ascendancy at the capital today. 
There was no tangible reason for wax- 
ing pacific in view of the Chilean situa- 
tion and hushing the warlike talk which 
has been indulged in during the past 
few days by many Congressmen, never- 
theless there-was a widespread convic- 
tion that war is not the necessary out- 
come of the present complications be- 
tween the United States and Chile, al- 


| though there is a general belief that the 
| good temper and forbearance of this 


country is being sorely tried by the ex- 
asperating procrastination of the Chil- 
ean governmentin the correspondence. 

A Pacific Coast Senator tersely 
summed up the views of many of his 
colleagues today when hesaid: ‘There 
will be no.war. Chile deserves a spank- 
ing, but the United States cannot afford 
to sacrifice her dignity and play school- 
marm, unless it ig absolutely necessary, 
it is not. r Government has 
adopted such a quiet, dignified tone in 
its correspondence and has waited the 
pleasure of the Chileans in the conclu- 
sion of their hair-splitting, prevari- 
cating judicial action with such patience 
that the nation has grown presumptu- 
ous. But they have at last come to 
realize the fact that the dignity of this 
country isnot tobe trifled with, and 
when the President’s ultimatum is sent 
they willcome down from their lofty 
position and make due reparation.” 

Members of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee who were at the Navy Depart- 
ment yesterday, assert positively that 
their visit had no reference to the pos- 

bilities of war with Chile. Secretary 

acy invited them to call and when 
they reached the department he entered 
into a general discussion of his conduct 
of the naval affairs of the Government. 
Whether the prospects of war with 
Chile did or did not figure in the discus- 
sion one significent fact which may be 
recorded is that every member of the 
committee who was present at the inter- 
view with Secretary Tracyf expressed 
himself today as confident of a peaceful 
solution of the vexatious Chilean ques- 
tion. 

The chairman of the House Naval 
Committee also called upon Secretary 
Tracy by invitation this morning. Mr. 
Herbert declined to give~the result of 
his conversation, but he, like members 
of the Senate Naval Committee, insisted 
that no importance is to be attached to 
the interview, which referred only to 
the needs ot the navy. His statement, 
on this point is borne out by the fact 
that the sub-committee of the House 
Naval Committee will call on Secretary 
Tracy tomorrow to discuss naval pros- 

cts. 

While the Cabinet did not assemble 
for deliberation today the joint pres- 
ence of Secretaries Blaine, Elkins and 
Tracy at the White House bore strong 
resemblance toa Cabinet meeting. They 
remained in conference with the Pres- 
ident for some time and Gen. J. W. 
Foster was called in. The-discussion 
related generally to the Chilean affair, 
but the question most distinctly under 
consideration was the character of the 
President’s message to Congress. 

Secretary Tracy received a message 
from Commander Evans today saying 
that the Yorktown will sail for Callao 
with the refugees tonight. This is re- 
garded as indicating that affairs are 
quiet inChile at present. 

Secretary Tracy had a conference 
today with Senators Cameron and Mc- 
Pherson of the Senate Naval Committee 
and it is understood the Secretary laid 
before them a statement of the expend- 
itures he has recently incurred in his 
preparations for a naval demonstration 
in southern waters and asked that when 
his estimates for appropriations should 
be submitted he receive the support of 
the committee. A week ago he is al- 
leged to have said that these prepara- 
tions seemed to be absolutely necessary, 
but he now believes that there will be 
no war. Itis further understood that 
the Secretary received assurances from 
the committee that he would be sup- 
ported in every proper and necessary 
expenditure involved in his precaution- 
ary movements. This expression on 
the part of the Secretary of a belief 
that the crisis is passed is taken as an 
indication that conciliatory dispatches 
from the Chilean government are re- 
garded as paving the way for an ulti- 
mate act of reparation on. the part of 
Chile... At all events itis certain that 
the war like tone recently manifested

SCORED BY SCHLEY. 


4 Sharp Criticism of the Procurator Fis- 
cal's Report. 

Jan. 20.—[{By the Associa- 
ted Fress.] Capt. Schley of the Balti- 
more was this morning shown the re- 
port of the Procurator Fiscal of Val- 
paraiso. He said: ‘I am not at all 
surprised by this report. It is exactly 
what I expected. Such conclusions 
were rendered necessary to sustain the 
Chilean contentions in the case.”’ 

Regarding the rejection by the Pro- 
curator of Langen’s and Johnson's tes- 
timony on the ground that their stories 
did not agree perfectly, the Captain 
said: These two men were our strong- 
est witnesgesy/ testif ying, as they did, 
directly’ shooting of Riggin by 
the sol he court had to find 
some plea for the rejection of their evi- 
dence, and hit on the fact that they ap- 
peared not to have known each other 
before the riot occurred. This is very 
natural. Langen was nota member of 
the Baltimore’s crew atthistime. He 
was a sailor on an American vessel 
wreckedin Valparaiso harbor some days 
before; and enlisted on the Baltimorea 
week after the riot. 

‘‘There is no possible doubt, that Rig- 
gin was killed by a rifle bullet fired bya 
soldier. Blood poured from the wound 
and covered Johnson's shirt. This shirt 
was showed to the Valparaiso court, 
and yet the Procurator Fiscal states 
that he rejects Johnson’s testimony be- 
cause there were no blood stains. The 
Procurator’s statement that no one tes- 
tified who fired the shots is false, as 
Johnson and Langen both testified that 
soldiers fired them.’’ 

Regarding the dispute as to the weap- 
on from which the bullet that killed 


Riggin was fired, Capt. Schley said:. 


“This is what I knew would octur as 
soon as I heard that experts had been 
summoned. The day after the moba 
Valnaraiso paper stated that one of the 
Baltimore’s men fired a pistol] at a po- 
liceman, missed him and. killed Riggin. 
This t eory Was at once seized upon by 
the Chileans. There is no pistol in ex- 
istence that could inflict such a wound. 


In order to exonerate the police they }- 


therefore’ two physicians as 
experts. Only one of them was really 
a physician, the other beiug merely a 
hospital dresser. and one of them, who 
had never examined Riggin'’s body, 
testified that the wound was inflicted by 
a pistol bullet. This gave the court an 
excuse to reject the entire testimony. 
“The sentences recommended by the 
court in Valparaiso are very curious. 
Thus Carlos.Gomez, the.one-armed Chil- 
ean sailor who confesses to having 
stabbed Turnbull, is recommended to be 
imprisoned for three years, while David- 
son of my crew, who knocked him down 
with a stone in attempting to prevent 
his doing this, is recommended to ten 
or fifteen years’ imprisonment. The 
procurator’s statement that there was 
no-evidence to show that Turnbull and 
Riggin died from their wounds is really 
ood.

DEFENDED BY TORPEDOES. 
How is Protected “Against 
Foreign Attack. 
Partapetrnia, Jan. 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Although there does 
not seem to be any unusual noise and 
bustle in thé offices,of the War and 
Navy departments in this city itis not 
because plans have not been completed 
for the defense of this city. Maj. Ra- 
mond, United States Engineer Corps. in 
reply to questions as to what the office 
was doing to prevent a foreign war ves- 


}sel coming up the Delaware River and 


bombarding the city, said: ‘I'm not at 
liberty to talk, but as. far as plans for 
defense of the harbor are concerned, 
they have been prepared for two years 
and all requirements for quick defense 
have been considered. A number of 
torpedoes have been received here and 
distributed to certain places along the 
Delaware River, the points being imnown 
only tothe War Department. “Besides 
this the Government has two torpedo 
casemates erected between this city 
and Wilmington and in case of an emer- 
gency the material isat handto erect 
several, more further down the river. 
In these casemates will be stationed the 
electricians who have control of the 
torpedoes which will be placed in the 
river. These wil! be of two kinds: One 
kind which will explode with contact, 
and the other kind which will explode

A BUSY NAVY YARD. 


Progress of Work «at 
with Admiral Irwin. 
Jan. 20.—[Bythe Associated 


Mare Island—Talk 


I suppose that the court imag- |} 


is ready for her whenever she does ar- 
rive. As soon as she can leave the dry- 
dock the monitor Comanche will take 
her place there and have her bottom 
thoroughly cleaned. In every other re- 
spect the Comanche is in first-class con- 
dition. I do not believe, however, that 
she will be sent to sea, but will remain 
for harbor defense. No steps have 
been taken as was reported to replace 
her two 15-inch smooth-bores by rifles 
of smaller caliber.”’ 

The Mohican. a wooden vessel, carry, 
ing eight smvoth-bores and two rifles, 
has been in perfect order for six weeks 
and could go to sea any day. She has 
so far received no orders to leave the 
yard. Work js also being done on the 
Ranger and Adams, but they can be of 
little service. The Omaha andSwatara 
are laid up and will probably never go 
to sea again. The double-turreted mon- 
itor, Monadnock, is lying alongside the 
dock and some work is being done on 
her, but her engines are not in and 
none of her armor is ready. She is 
practically out of the question as a 
fighting machine for many months yet.”’ 

The Admiral said inconclusion: ‘‘We 
have not received any unusual ammuni- 
tion of war material of late, but you 
may say that every vessel in this yard 
or that comes here will be out in first- 
class fighting condition as soon as pos- 
sible.”’ 


PETITIONING FOR PEACE, 
The W. C. T. U. and Uthers Opposed to 
War with Chile. 

Caicaco, Jan. 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Frances Willard received 
a telegram today from Massachusetts 
asking if she could not collect by tele- 
graph the petitions of several hundred 
thousand women against war with Chile 
and send to Washington this week. 
Already the National W.C.T.U, conven- 
tion has formulated.a protest, and Miss 
Willard at once telegraphed for its 
presentation to President Harrison. 

The heads of a number of other fe- 
male organizations in the country have 
been urged by telegraph to join ‘‘the 
protest of American womanhood against 
this needless war proposed to be wage 
by 63,000,000 of ~—— against 2, 000,- 
000.” 


The Capitan Pratt Nearly Completed. 
New York, Jan. 20.—The latest news 
from France concerning: the fitting out 


of the Chilean armored warship Capi- 


tan Pratt is to the effect that the work- 
shops will have the vessel ready for sea 
in’ thirty days’ time. A number of 
small fittings remain to be placed in 
position. though the larger part of the 
work is what almostany wide-awake of- 
ficer would undertake to carry out at 
sea. Itis even thought probable that 
the Chilean commander, now with the 
vessel, may take this view of the case, 
and,under pretense of asteaming trial, 
make off with. the new ship for South 
America. Among naval officers here it 
is recognized that the Capitan Pratt, 
when fullv completed, will be one of the 
best fitted-out warships in the world. 


War Would be Very Costly, 

Boston, Jan. 20.—Robert Burnett, a 
prominent member of the Democratic 
State Committeee. who spent two years 
in Chile, said today: ‘It would take at 
least 50,000 soldiers to produce any 
effect whateverin Chile. They would 
have to be transported and the cost 
would be enormous.- The Chileans are 
verv rash.

The Fight for the Democratie Con- 
vention Grows Warm. 


Cincinnati and Milwaukee Seem to be the 
Most Confident — San Francisco's 
Delegation Not Yet at 


the Capital.

Wasainotox, Jan. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The contest for the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention is now 
becoming very interesting, and every 
incoming train brings additional dele- 
gations from the competing cities. The 
California delegation has not yet ar- 
rived. It is probably caught in the 
snowstorm and may not reach 
here until this evening. The dele- 
gation from Milwaukee, headed by Gov. 
Peck, is the largest. Its members 
assert with confidence that their city 
will lead all others on the first ballot. 
The Indianapolis people are doing ef- 
fective work in a quiet way. The chief 
arzument urged against Indianapolis by 
the representatives of other contesting 
cities is that it has a Presidential aspi- 
rant, ex-Gov. Gray. but the Indianapolis 
men say there is nothing in this. 

It is already evident that Cincinnati 
is one of the most formidable competi- 
tors for the convention, and the labors 
of Senator Price in behalf of that city 
and the well-known fact that he holds 
the proxies of several absent members 
makes the Cincinnati delegation quite 
confident of ultim ite success. 

Kansas City ciaims sixteen votes upon 
the first ballot. The St. Paul delega- 
ticn acknowledges that the chances of 
that city’ are being imperiled by the 
somewhat general grievance of the 
press against Minneapolis forthe al- 
leged failure of the latter city to make 
proper accommodations for the press 
during the coming Republican conven- 
tion, but Secretary Baker insists that 
this grievance against Minneapolis 
should not operate to prejudice St. 
Paul. as that citv had ample hotel fa- 
cilities. The New York delegation of 
Tammany Hall men indignantly deny 
the report that they are not serious in 
their contest for the convention.

Rio JaNneixo, Jan. 20.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] After a seagon of 
comparative tranquility the city has 
again become violently disturbed and 
the citizens have been thrown into a 
The trouble began 
yesterday evening when 160 prisoners 
confined for various offenses in Fort 
Santa Cruz mutinied and succeeded in 
overpowering the guards and soldiers 
stationed at the place. 
upon Forts Rico and Tago, overcame 


the soldiers on duty and took possession — 


of the two forts and all the munitions 
of war which they contained. Flushed 
by their victories the prisoners, after 
perfecting all arrangements for guard- 
ing the forts, boldly demanded the res- 
toration to power of the deposed dicta- 
tor, Da Fonseca. 

The government hurried all available 
forces to the scene of the uprising. The 
troops were placed so as to surround 
the forts on the land side, while the 
warships were stationed to guard the 
harbor side. The order to advance was 
given this morning and the troops at 
once moved to the attack, while the 
guns of the war vessels began to hurk 
shells. The efforts of the soldiers were 
directed against Fort Rico, They made 
a combined assault on the works, and 
after a show of resistance by the rebels 
the troops carried the fort. 

In the meantime the gunboats were 
bombarding Fort Santa Cruz, and so ef- 
fective was their work that the rebels 
were soon forced to surrender. The 
troons eventually obtained possession 
of all the forts which had been seized 
and the prisoners again placed in their 
cells. 

The firing during the attack on thé 
forts was plainly heard throughout the 
city and caused the greatest consterna- 
tion. Many timid persons sought 
places of safety and storekeepers closed 
their places of business -and securely 
bolted and barred their doors and win- 
dows.

The Low Orange Rate to Expire 
on Hebruary 15.

Plenty of Excursion Trains Coming to 
Southern California, 


Private Cars Beginning to Come—A New 
Through Sleeper Line — General, — 
Local and Personal Rail- 
road Mention, 


It was not known up to last night on 
what date the reduced orange rate to 
Chicago and Missouri River points 
would take effect. T. H. Duzan, agent 
for the Burlington here, received a tel- 
egram saying that the reduction had 
been agreed to, and that the low rate 
would expire on February 15, but the 
date of its going into effect is left with 
the chairman of the association. As. 
sistant General Freight Agent J. M. 
Crawley. of the Southern Pacific, stated 
emphatically that it was not yet cer- 
tain that the reduced rate would go into 
effect at all, the vote on the question 
not. yet being unanimous, though the 
representatives of all lines present 
voted in favorof the proposition. Gen- 
eral Freight Agent S. B. Hynes, of the 
Santa Fé had received no additional in- 
formation about the matter, but he con- 
siders that the only thing uncertain 
about it is the date of its becoming ef- 
fective. Mr. Crawley said he- feared 
that the result of all this would be sim- 
ilar to what followed the agitation for 
lower rates on raisins and canned goods 
—shippers would hold back their fruit 
waiting for a lower rate, and then rush 
their product eastward aj] at onée and 
glut the market. If the low rate ob- 
tains for only fifteen or twenty days 
there is quite likely to be a lively move- © 
ment in orange shipments. during that 
period. no matter what may — to 
the market. 

THE FRESNO ROAD. 

They are having some trouble up in 
Fresno about collecting the $100,000 
bonus promised to the San Joaquin Val- 
ley Railroad, of which Marcus Pollasky 
is the controlling spirit. Suits will 
soon be brought against some of the 
subscribers. The road is not yet con- 
structed tothe timber belt, where it 
should be to make the whole of the sub- 
sidy due, but Mr. Pollasky claims he has 
four years’ time for building it to that 
point. He ownsa town site at the pres- 
ent terminus, to which he has given his. 
own, name, and he threatens to stop his 
road right there and build a city if the 
Fresnoites do not come totime with

| The Porter-Wise Damage Suit 


on Trial. 


The Plaintiff Gives Her Side of the 
Story Under Oath. 


; 


A Case of General Interest to the 
Medical Profession, 


Sapreme Court Opinion Received for 
Filing—The Stump Land Swindle 
Trial Commenced—Court Notes 
—Today’s Calendar. 


The ‘trial of the case of Miss H. R. 
Porter against Dr. K. D. Wise, an action 
to recover damages in the sum of 
$31,100 for an alleged unskillfvl set- 
ting and treatment of a broken patella 
in plaintiff's right knee, was commenced 
in Department Three yesterday before 
Judge Wade and a: jury consisting of 
F. Cobb, I. Cohen, R, J. Floyd, R. C. 
Guirado, A. Gundlach, 8S. W. Hinckley, 
P. J. McMahon, E. E. Schaffer, W. F. 
Turner, J. F. Ward, G. W. Williamson 
and J. D. Young. 

The plaintiff, Miss Henrietta R. Por- 
ter, was first called ito the stand, and 
her examination consumed the whole 
day’s session. The plaintiff, an edu- 
cated lady of uncertain age, dressed in 
black, proved to be a femarkably good 
witness in her own behalf. She testi- 
fied, in effect, that on January 30, 
1887, while descending the staircase 
in her house, on Fiftjpgtreet, she missed 
the last step, accideht@fly, and received 
a severe shock, the patella bone of her 
right knee being fractured thereby. 
She managed to reach a chair, however, 
and. upon ascertaining that her knee 
was really injured, sent for Dr. Wise. 
Soon afterwards he responded to her 
summons, and made an examination of 
her injired limb. As she was depend- 
ent upon her kindergarten school for 
support, she was very anxious to have 
the inju 7 an to immediately, and 
suggested that the surgeon set the 
bruaen bone and put the knee in a plas- 
ter of paris cast, or fix it up with stick- 
ing plaster. Dr. Wise, however, sug- 
gested another mettod, that of wiring 
the broken pieces of bone together, 
which in his opinion was superior to all 
other processes, and she agreed to sub- 
mit to the operation, and the doctor 
agreed to accept $200 as his fee. 
Two or three days after the acci- 


dent occurred Dr. Wise called in 
Dr. Rebecca Lee -Dorsey. and Dr. 
Huckins to assist him in _ per- 


forming the operation. The patient 
laid upon the kitchen table and ether 
was administered Dr. Dorsey, 
in sufficient quantity to render ss 
Porter unconscious. Consequently she 
‘was not deterred from knowing what 
was said and done part of the time, and 
the witness described the scene in a 
very graphic mahner. She stated that 
after the physicians had held a brief 
conference, before. commencing the 
Operation, Dr. Wise cut the flesh round 
the bone, causing her to scream with 
pafn, when more ether was administered 
and the patient.ceased to feel the knife. 
Shortly afterwards she heard Dr. .Huck- 
ins remark that the broken bone he was 
holding, while Dr, Wise bored two holes 
in it, was so slippery he could not do so. 
Then a discussion was had as to the 
length of the wire to be inserted, and 
the patient next felt the surgeon ham- 
mering the ends of the wire against the 
bone, The wound was then sewn up 
and the patient lifted back to her bed. 
The whole operation consumed about 
two hours and ahalf. The result of this 
operation was that she was confined to 
her bed for several months, the wound 
refusing to heal, and when it finally did 
healup she found to her sorrow that 
the limb was permanently disabled, as 
she could not straighten it. ~ In the 
meantime her school had been: broken 
up and her scholars dispersed, so that 
she was compelled to eke out an exist- 
ence by raising chickens and canaries. 
Miss Porter was subjected to a long 
and searching cross-examination, but 
she stood the trying ordeal admirably 
and was not shaken on any material 
points, 
The trial, which is one of considerable 
importance to medical practitioners 
generally, will be resumed this morning. 
The Court vesterday appoiuted a com- 
mittee, consisting of Drs. Bicknell, 
Maynard and Wernigk, to examine the 
plaintiff’s limb and report thereon, as it 
was impossible for the lady to introduce 
the injured member in evidence in open 
court,

A DEPRAVED WRETOM, 


A Vile Attempt to Debaaeh- 
aor School Girls, 


One of the Worse Cases Ever Brought 
to Light. 


The Old Reprobate Over Sixty Years 
of Age. 


Specimen Letter Written to One of His 
Intended Victims—The Humane 
Officer on His Trajl—Lookmg 
Up His Record, 


Of all the debased creatures that have 
come under the observation of .the 
police in this city fer many years an 
old man, over 60 years of a8e named 
French, is the worst. 

The ancient vagabond works in a little 
shop on South Spring street, and lives 
in a lodging-house back of a shoe shop, 
on Spring street, just bélow Fifth. 

“To show what he can do in the way of 
ER aoe letters to twelve-year-old girls, 
the following is given as a sample, but 
it is one of the mildest of a lot that 
have fallen into the hands of the penes 
and Humane Officer Wright: 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 18, 1892. 

My Dear Sweet Pet: I did not get your 
note until 4 o'clock last Friday, and went 
where you said, but you-was not there; but, 
dear Annie, thatisa dirty place and you 
know we could not have any fun. there, 
but I suppose, you do not like to come to 
room 20, for fear some one may see you 
and tell the expressman or your folks, and 
I feel so, too, andI have got a new goom, 
where no one will see or know you. It is 
close by and is a nice place. Please meet 
me after school this afternoon on Sixth 
street. between Main and Spring streets, 
and I will tell you where it is and you can 
come right off if you can. If not, then 
come as soon as you can. Send note by 
Lotta at noon, and say if you will meet me 
and if you can goto the new room this aft. 
ernoon or some other time. Do not have 
any girls with you. Hide away in the 
closet or somewhere until they are awa 
off. Dear pet, please come. You sba 
have what | said if you do as you said you 
would. 

Be careful what you sayin the note "for 
Lotta reads them, and we must not let. her 
know too much. Do not fail to come, I 
want so much to see you. 

Yours with love, Room 20. 

The little girl to whom this is: ad- 
dressed is just past her twelfth year, 
andisanorpban. She lives with her 
aunt, a Mrs. Ellis, on Winston street, 
and is a bright child. 

It is not the first letter she has re- 
ceived from the old reprobate, but the ms 
have been intercepted by her auntina 
most every case, and it shows how suc! 
cessful the ancient brute has been, 

One of the strange antics of this old 
man is his mania for playing the hypo- 
crite with the mothers and guardians of 
the little girls that he claims for “his 
victims. Only a few days ago he wrote 
to Mrs. Ellis and advised her to look ont 
for her niece and take better care of 
her. He gave her a lot of advice as to 
how girls should be raised and wound up 
his letter by signing ‘‘One of the King’s 
Daughters’ guardians, or somethingyy 
that kind. 

What his object is in writing such let- 
ters is a mystery, unless it be that he 
thinks it will throw the mothers or 
guardians of the girls off the track and _ 
give hima better chance to carry ont 
his evil scheme. 

The matter was first reported to the 
police some weeks ago, and an investi- 
gation was made, but as the old rascal 
is too sharp tosend his vile effusions 
through the mail and the lawof this 
State is so peculfar, it seems, according 
to police judgment, to be impossible to 
reach the old sinner legally. 

When the police department found 
that they could do nothing with the old 
man they turned the case overto Hu- 
mane Officer Wright, and he worked on 
the case several weeks, when he sud- 
denly disappeared and no one has seen 
him about the city since. No one 
knows what has become of him, but it is 
supposed that he is off working up evi- 
dence against the old man. 

Who the girl ‘‘Lotta’’ spoken of in 
the letter is is a mystery, but she is sup- 
posed to be one of the school girls that 
the old sinner uses as a letter-carrier. 

This case is very much like one that 
was unearthed in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley a few yeats ago. Several old men 
were arrested for tampering with little 
girls, but under the law they were 
cleared and turned out of jail as ipno- 
cent men. The people knew that they 
were guilty, however, and one fine 
night they organized a vigilance com- 
mittee and gave the old reprobatés ten 
davs to get out of the country. All but 
one heeded the warning and looked up 
new fields.. The one who remained wags

Iiow the War May be Inaugurated. 
‘If the Chileans are bent on precipi- 
tating war with the United States they 
did a very sagacious thing in dispatch- 
ing four of their vessels of war to 
blockade the Straits of Magellan. This 
‘is a comparatively. narrow_channel, 
which leads between the island of Terra 
del Fuego and the mainland of South 
America, and there is no doubt thata 
comparatively small naval force estab- 
lished there, with a good supply of tor- 
pedoes, could hold the passage against 
alarge fleet. It offers like advantages 
to those which a narrow defile gives an 
ambushed force against a column of 
men seeking a passage through it. A 
further advantage to the Chileans in 
precipitating the conflict at this place 
is that it is comparatively near home 
for them; they are convenient to a base 
of supplies, and their squadron may be 
easily reinforced or vessels withdrawn 
from it for the defense of the Chilean 
coast. 

On the other hand, if they had dis- 
patched their vessels to the northward 
to attack the Pacific Coast of the 
United States they would have sent 
them far from a base of supplies and 
isolated them so they would not have 
been readily available for home defense, 
while the avenue would have been left 
open at the south for a further augmen- 
‘tation of the United States squadron 
against them. 

On the 13th inst. there were assem- 
bled at Montevideo Bay the gunboat 
Bennington, the flagship Chicago, the 
Essex and the Yantic. The Atlanta was 
expected to arrive also on that or the 
following day. These five vessels are 
under the command of Admiral Walker. 
Undoubtedly he was in constant com- 
munication with Washington and watch- 
ing for just such a contingency as that 
which is likely to be presented at the 
Straits of Magellan. 

The Almirante Cochrane, Chile’s most 
powerful vessel, was already posted at 
the straits, and, on the 16th inst., three 
other vessels, the best of the Chilean 
navy, were sent to reinforce her. We 
are told that the Chileans’ are well pro-. 
vided .with torpedoes, while the white 
squadron, on the other side is without 
them. This may or may not be true as 
tothe latter. It would be very remark- 
able if, in this age of advanced warfare, 
a squadron were fitted out to be pre- 
‘pared for hostilities and no torpedoes 
‘provided in its equipment: 

Probably it is a case of ‘first come, 
first served,’’ so far as the possession of 
the straits isconcerned. If it resolves 
itself into a race of the two squadrons 
down the South American coasts the 
chances would be about equal, for Mone- 
video is in the same latitude as Valpa- 
raiso, and the sailing distance from 
either port to the straits must be about 
the same. Ifthe Almirante Cochrane 
is not under orders to oppose the pas- 
sage of American vessels by force the 
white squadron may pass through be- 
‘fore the reinforcement of Chilean war- 
ships with new orders reach her. But, 
if the Cochrane is already posted in the 
‘straits, bent on mischief, she may be 
able to hold the passage. In this event 
it would be an invitation of disaster for 
the white squadron to attempt to force 
ifs way through. There remains the 
alternative, of course, of, rounding the 
Horn. This would involve some delay 

from the detour and danger from rough 
weather, but the passage in an open 
sea could not well be prevented by the 
Chilean fleet. Undoubtedly it would be 


better for the white squadron to 
make this deto than to bazard 
an engagement. at every disad- 


vaptage in the straits. The maneuver 
which our naval commanders undoubt- 
[edly seek is to collect as large a squad- 


ron as possible in Pacific waters. If 
this can be accomplished without pre- 
cipitation of hostilities and the conse- 
quent chances of disaster it is a point 
well gained, If our vessels should en- 
counter opposition in the straits and 
come out second best it would be sim- 
ply a calamity, for it would bring on 
the war with an advantage against us 
and give the Chileans unlimited assur- 
ance, The straits would have to be car- 
ried after that by slow process of siege. 

The warships Philadelphia, Concord 
and Kearsarge are at Port-au-Prince, 
West Indies, and can be brought up as 
a support for the white squadron if re- 
quired. But it would take twenty-five 
days or more to bring these vessels to 
the straits. 

Meanwhile we have the following 
squadron in Pacific waters: 

The Charleston, the Baltimore and 
Mohican at San Francisco; the San 
Francisco at San Diego; the Pensacola 
at Honolulu; the Boston at Callao; the 
Iroquois at Samoa, and the Yorktown at 
Valparaiso, It would require probably 
three weeks to collect this squadron for 
offensive operations, and some of the 
vessels would have to be reserved for 
our Pacific Coast defense. 

In the event that hostilities are 
opened by the Chileans at.the Straits of 
Magellan, which now seems quite likely, 
the policy on our side would probably 
be to create a diversion by attacking 
and blockading Chilean ports at the ear- 
liest opportunity. The isolated nitrate 
mines on the north would probably fall 
an easy prey. - Valparaiso is well forti- 
fied and would stand a vigorous siege. 
A strong land force might have to be 
called into requisition to accomplish its 
downfall. 


sults mean a short war, but land opera- 
tions and sieges involve a more ‘or less 
protracted struggle. Ifthe American 
squadron should suffer defeat in the pge- 
liminary engagement, it signifies that 
we must buckle on our armor and pre- 
pare for a continued figbt. Thereis no 
other alternative than that the United 
States must whip the insolent South 
Americans, and we shall have to-keep 
trying until we do, 

Of course, there is a chance that dip-. 
lomatic negotiations may yet prevent 
war, but the prospect is not favorable. 
The Chileans seem to bein a hot-headed 
frenzy, and there is no way to quiet 
them down, probably, except to beat 
them down, 


While we could not consider an at- 
tack on our Pacific Coast in any. other 
light than that of a _ rattle-brained 
scheme, and one which the Chileans 
would-have to pay «dearly for in the 
long run, itis nevertheless a wise plan 
to fortify our seaports as thoroughly as 
possible and have additional protection 
from the navy as well. This by way of 
of ‘‘an anchor to leeward.”’ 

One 100,000-pound gan—the largest 
ever made for the Navy Department— 
isnow on its way overland trom the 
Government works at Washington, and 
will form a part of the equipment of 
the Monterey. A companion gun is 
already completed, and only awaits the 
return of the special car made for its 
transportation when it will in turn be 
sent forward. It-is expected that the 
armament and allthe armor plate for 
the vessel will be in San Francisco the 
latter part of February. 

The Watervliet arsenal has now 
twelve eight-inch guns and Six ten-inch 
ready. One-half of each will be sent 
forward at once to San Francisco. 

San Francisco is now guarded by some 
heavy cannon of tke old smooth-bore 
kind, ahd it is estimated that, within 


two weeks, these could be reinforced so 


as to place the harborin a very fair 
state of defense. The “new fort now 
building could probably be brought into 
shape for service in short order. 

San Diego is ina defenseless condi- 
tion, as is also the case with San Pedro. 
Orders have: been issued to enlarge the 
barracks at San Diego, sothat they will 
accommodate sixteen companies of in- 
fantry, one battery of artillery and one 
cavalry regiment. There is also a 
movement to establish a twelve-com- 
pany post on Coronado Island. We 
shall probably hear of some big guns en 
route to San Diego in short order. It 


been taken to fortify San Pedro. 

In case a Chilean ranger should come 
along up the coast, bent on mischief, 
the watering-places with their big ho- 
tels built on the headlands would be apt 
to getataste of shot and shell. For 
these there can be no adequate protec- 
tion except ina cruiser or two to patrol 
the coast and engage the enemy oneven 
terms. Thecruisers furnish our best 
means of immediate protection.

A Curiosity in the Shape of an Old 
Deed Discovered. 


A Fair Sample of What Land Was Valued 
at in 1857~Editor Baumgardner 
| Heard from at San Luis

A prominent attorney of this city in look- 
ing over the records of the county a day or 
two ago ran across.a curiosity in the na. 
ture of a @ééq_ Gated in the spring of 1857, 
conveying the pdksession of four blocks of 
land in this city for the sum of $104.96. 
It appears that in the year 1856 the 
county assessed the city for the four 
leagues or pueblo lands comprising the city 
of Santa Barbara in the sum of $3600. 
Taxes were levied on the property amount. 
ing to $586.50. - The taxes being unpaid the 
following spring Russell Heath, who then 
occupied the office of sheriff and tax col- 
lector, ordered.the sale of the entire four 
leagues to raise the money to pay the tax, 
which with the costs then amounted to 
$104.96, and later actually sold four blocks 
for that purpose, The land sold has since 
then been greatly improved by the erection 
of fine residences and in one instance pub- 
lic building. 

The curiosity of the deed lies in the fact 
that the document was void, the county 
having no lawful right to levy and collect 
| taxes on the city’s land or improvements. 

The report in citculation here that J. M. 
Baumgardner, editor of the Santa Ynez 
Argus, had disappeared, has been proven to 
be unfounded by the following telegram, 
dated at San Luis Qbispo, January 20, ad- 
dressed to E. W. Gaty ofthis city; ‘‘Please 
contradict item.for me ,in yesterday's Ex- 
aminer. J. M. Baumgardner."

“HILL THE BIGAMIST, 


The Fellow Made a Business of 
Matrimony. 


The Facts About His Marriage in 
| Pennsylvania. 

He Escaped with an Heiress and Then 

Sold Her for Coin. . ~ 


The Bride the Cause of a Double Tragedy 
«She Runs Away with a Lawyer, 
Who Finally Purchases 

° Her Outright. 


The arrest of Frank E. Hill, the San 
Bernardino drug clerk, in this city on 
January 8, on a charge of embezzle- 
ment, is still fresh in the minds of read- 
ersof Tue Times. Later developments 
showed that this charge was merely a 
blind to cover a more serious charge— 
that of bigamy. It came to light that 
Hill had become engaged to marry Miss 
Mary Louise Wozencraft, a daughter of 
the late well-known Dr. Wozencraft of 
San Bernardino, and that one day pre- 
ceding the date of the proposed mar- 
riage, his fianceé was visited by a young 
and handsome woman, who soon proved 
to her hostess that she had been mar- 
ried in due form to Miss Wozencraft’s 
intenaed husband at Fairhaven, Wash., 
January 25,1891. Her maiden name 


‘was Ada E. Wilson. At the time of Hill's 


arrest in Los Angeles it was currently 
reported that he had another wife, then 
residing at San José, Cal., but this he 
strenuously denied. It was also re- 
ported that he had another wife in the 
East, supposed to be in Pennsylvania. 
Hill was taken back to San Bernardino, 
where He gave his wife #500, and, as 
nothing could be ascertained to sub- 
stantiate the story about the other 
wives, the fellow was released, and at 
once left for San Francisco, w.ere he 
is supposed to be at the present time. 

The Examiner has been looking up 
Hill’s Eastern record, and has brought 
out the facts of his Pennsylvania mar- 
riage, which are as follows: 


About five years ago there lived in the 
town of Greedsburg, Pa., Judge Wood, and 
with him Mollie, his young, beautiful_and 
fascinating daughter, who possessed in her 
own right a snug little fortune, amounti.g 
to $30,000. Attracted by her many desir- 
able qualities, she was almost constantly 
the recipient of abundant attentions from 
all the young men in the vicinity. 

Molly was considerable of a coquette and 
rather vain'of the amount of adulation 
which she was able toincite. Among those 
who appeared to share more than others of 
her favor were Mac Dixon. a rather fast 
young man, and Frank B. Keenan. 

This state of affairs finally led to trouble 
between the rivals, which also involved 
It cul. 
minated one day in James administering a 
severe drubbing to Dixon. The latter then 
made threats against the life of James 
Keenan, and the fear of being made the 
victim of Dixon's murderous intentions so 
preyed upon the mind of James Keenan 
that he, in sheer despair, put a bullet 
through his head, dying almost instantly. 

Not satisiied with the terrible result of 
his persecution of the one brother, Dixon 
next turned his attention to making life a 
fearsome thing to his original i 
Frank Keenan. The rivals finally met in 
the neighboring town of Latrobe. 

Keenan was stopping at the Parker 
House, and one day, justas he had mounted 
the third step of the main stairway, on his 
way to his room, he heard some one com- 
ing down the hall in-his rear in a rapid 
manner. He turned quickly, with his hand 
on his revolver in his pants pocket, and 
confronted Dixon, bearing down on him 
with his right hand in his hip pocket and 
the flap of his Prince Albert coat thrown 
back asif about to draw a gun. Not wait. 
ing for any further evidence of the hostile 
intentions of Dixon, he pulled his revolver 
and quickly sent three bullets into the ad- 
vancing body of Dixon, who sank tothe 
floor a quivering corpse. Keenan gave 
himself up to the sheriff, and after a three 
months’ confinement in the county jail at 
Greensburg, waiting trial, he was ac- 
quitted. 

The woman in the case, Mollie Woods, 
prior to the suicide of James Keenan, was 
induced to elope with and marry Frank E. 
Hill, ason of John Hill, formerly a hotel 
keeper in Somerset, Pa., and the then pro- 
prietor of the Miller House at Greensburg. 

Frank was a drug clerk, holding a posi- 
tion in the Operahouse drug store at the 
time of his elopement with Mollie. The par- 
ents of Mollie were much offended with 
her over her clandestine marriage and re- 
fused to be consoled for some time. But as 
Mollie had $30.000 in her own name, and 
as her father, Judge Woods, was her exec- 
utor and had her money in his possession, 
a reconciliation was finally brought about, 
and Frank was started in business for him- 
self in a newly-fitted drug store bought 
from a part of his wife's fortune. 

Things moved along nicely for a little 
over a year, when achild was born to the 
young couple, which, however. died ina 

few months after its birth. Frank soon 
after the death of his child started in asa 
sort of turfman. buying and selling horses. 

He finally in the pursuit of this became 
the owner of a race-horse,Gray Harry. He 
started out with Gray Harry and followed 
up the race circuit of Western Pennsyl- 
vania, taking his wite along with him. 
After having made the whole circuit they 
returncd to the fall meeting at Greensburg, 
and here is where Frank’s domestic trouble 
began. ; 


his wife, during their ramble over the‘ 


western portion of Pennsylvania, made the 
acquaintance of several high-flying sports, 
among whom was a lawyer by the name of 
J. Thornton Marchand, a nephew of J. A. 
Marchand, the solictor of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and a very rich man witha State 
reputation. 

J. Thornton managed to eke out a living 
through the patronage secured him by his 
rich uncle. J.Thornton was ayoung man 
with a good address, a fair education and a 
superfiuous amount of conceit, triple-plated 
witb gall. 

Mrs. Hill seems to have been captivated 
with his appearance; so much so, in fact, 
that her doings with this young attorney 
soon became the scanda! of the town. 


The matter finally culminated -by an 
elopement. Mrs. Hill went to Pittsburgh 
for the ostensible purpose of buying furni- 
ture for a $7000 Queen Anne cottage just 
completed for the occupancy of herself and 
husband. She met young Marchand in 
Pittsburgh by appointment, drew all] the 
money remaioing of her forturne and de. 
parted with Marchand for parts unknown. 

Hill upon learning of this state of affairs, 
and with the prospective loss of his wife's 


money staring him in the face, hastened to | 


Pittsburgh and put detectives on their trail. 

After many weeks of despair on the part 
of the deserted husband the guilty couple 
were located in a small town in Georgia, 
where they were passing themselves off as 
man and wife and mingling with the best 
society people of that little town. 

Through the instrumentality of Roger. 
O'Mara, chief of the Pittsburgh detective 
‘force, the elopers were finally brought back 
to Pittsburgh and a compromise satisfac- 
tery to all concerned was patched up, in 
which Frank gave up all bis right, title and 
interest to Mollie in favor of J. Thornton in» 
consideration of a diamond ring, a deed to. 
the $7000-Queen Anne house and an undi- 
vided ownership of his drug store. +r 

After the sale of his wife to Marchand he. 
commenced a life of luxury and high living, | 
and soon had put the wealth realized from 
the sale of his wife to flight, and awoke one 
morning to find bimself penniless. | 

Subsequently 
felonious affair, left Pennsylvania. and re- 
mained in obscurity until his arrest at Los 
Angeles. What his performances have 
been in the interval is at. present unknown, 
except his marriage at Fairhaven.

He 
claimed to have registered at the Palace 
Hotel on his arrival, January 6, but the 
hotel register for that date shows no Hill 
among the arrivals, and but one man 
named Frank. That man registered as 
Frank Taylor from Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
was given room 642. He stayed at the ho- 
tel but twenty-four hours, and left no ad- 
dress when he went away. ; 

The next trace of Frank E. Hill was found 
at the Burlington, 605 Market street, 
where on January 7 the name C. Fisher 
was registered as from Washington, and 
its owner was givenroom 96. During his 
stay of a week Fisher was often visited by 
a young man who became known to the 
house employés as Frank Hill. 

A week ago Fisher left the Burlingten, 
but continues to have his mail sent there, 
and Frank E. Hill also receives his letters 
there, 

Frank E. Hill denied having been in 
Southern California at any time, but asked 
with a show of interest in what part of the 
south the Hill wanted had been known.
